It was recoated and laid 
upon the grass to dry. Tho rajah had in- 
vited many princes. The next morning at 
inflating time the balloon was tound full 
of holes, thousands of white ants having 
eaten through it. It took two da3's to repair 
the damage, and the ascent was abandoned. 


"At Batavia, on the island of Java, I 


made two remarkable ascents, the first ever 
made there. At Samarang I could get no 
gas, and the admiring thousands could 
simply gaze at the balloon. I was at I/yons 
buying silk when Gamhetta escaped from 
Paris, M. llouree, secretary of tht defence 
lationale, having contracted with me to 
construct the first cigar shaped balloon 
ever made. It w;u> 1", feet in length, the 
silk costing $2,000. My idea of a successful 
balloon Is 0110 cigar shaped, to carry n ten 
nr twf'TlTV hnrCO nrnt-ol. onirlTin *,...! -„_ - 
,crew for propulsion wheu the air currents 
ire unfavorable. Electricity, however, is 
best, there being no waste of power."

So far Mr. Francis has formed -no 
definite idpn n*. tn whut Ka aboil do vrifclj 
Balambangan, but he intends to send a 
competent man down to examine and re- 
port upon the place.—Exchange.

Discovery at Hroailstulr». 


In tho course of some excavations for . 


new road on the Sea View estate at Broac 
stairs a discovery of human skeletons an 
several vases or urns has been mode. Th 
vases, three of which were preserved in 
tact, vary from four inches to six incite 
in height; they also vary in shape, and th 
fact tbat they are exactly similar to th 
Roman cinerary urns which have been 
found iu large numbers in different part 
of the coast in this neighborhood points tc 
their having been placed where they wei 
discovered by the hands of the Roman in 
vaders of the Island. The position where 
they were found is at the extreme end o 
the island, very near to tho North Fore 
land Lighthouse. The graves, which were 
opened out in the course of the cutting o 
the road, v ^-re close together and not more 
than two feet below the surface. Some o 
the skeletons found were lying across one 
nnathor, from which it is supposed tha 
the dead may have been rudely interrec 
after a battle fought in tho neighborhood 
Several pieces of metal very deeply oxi 
dized were also found, one of them having 
the appearance of a clasp.—Cor. Loudoi 
Times.

pression requires ,OT7 of a second, and for 
the ear to appreci ite a sound, .14!) of u 
second is all that is necessary, which, how- 
ever, shown Mint, the oyo ttoto with nearly 
double the rapidity of the ear."

The "Audio" Telephone. 


A new telephone has been brought out in 


England, the characteristic point of which 
is the mouthpiece. The particular advan- 
tage claimed by the inventors of this mouth- 
piece is that it intensifies the sound waves, 
and thus renders it possible to carry on 
conversation in an ordinary tone of voice. 
The mouthpiece is simply a truncated cone, 
which is clamped on to the telephone. By 
using an India rubber ring between the 
mouthpiece and the telephone any escape 
of sound is entirely prevented. The cone 
is double, the outer cone being perforated 
with holes, the idea being that the vibra- 
tions caused by the sound waves on the in- 
terior cone have full freedom and are en- 
tirely protected from contact with external 
substances.—New York Commercial Ad- 
vertiser.

Different Kinds of Frogs. 


"The eggs of the bullfrog are laid late in 


May, while those tt the common frog are 
hatched in March or April. Much, how- 
ever, depends on the weather. At that 
time you can hear them croak. You can 
always tell the male by tlio sound of his 
voice. As you approach you will hear his 
familiar r-r-rum, r-rum. The female voice 
is not nearly so strong as that of her mate. 
Their faculties of hearing arc acute. They 
discern the sound of approaching footsteps 
at a great distance, and after giving the 
alarm remain silent. 


They lay their eggs near the edge of the 


pond, if possible among tho grasses that 
line it. The eggs rise immediately to the 
surface. The frogs separata then, and if 
the weather is genial the eggs are hatched 
ill the course of aLout fourteen days. 
They Jirst appear like a pin with a large 
head. Tadpoles, have no legs, the body ta- 
pers into a tail, giving it a llshhke form. 
The mouth is n horny beak which falls oil, 
when it becomes a frog. The hind legs 
grow first, and afterward tho fore lega be- 
gin to appear, the tail being gradually ab- 
sorbed. They live exclusively in the water, 
but the mature frog visits, the pond only 
occasionally, although capable of rcmain- 
ing longjinraersed, but aiways preferring 


On each side of the neck of the male is 


a delicate membrane, which when they 
croak becomes inflated with air. 
The 


greater proportionate length and strength 
of the hind legs enables them to leap a dis- 
tance wonderful for creatures of their size. 
Tho bullfrogs of this country arc superior 
to all others in tho world. In Hio Jaiierio 
they have u species called the blacksmith 
frog, which croaks so sonorously that the 
noise is like the clanging of a hammer on 
an anvil. 
The intermingling voices of 


other kinds resemble the lowing of cattle 
at a distance. The frog in Peru has ac- 
quired the name of the sugurmiller, be- 
cause its voice has a grating sound like 
that produced by a sugar mill.—Interview 
in New York World.

7 lie Qni-cr Experiences of Aeronaut Welli 


on the Other Side of the Globe. 


Dr. Rufus Gibson Wells, the famous aero- 


naut, has an aerial experience covering a 
period r/f thirty years, during which time 
he made over 500 ascents in every country 
In Europe, in the United States, India, 
Australia and Brazil. Notable among these 
were at the marriage of Princess Isabella 
to the Count d'Eu in Brazil, the fetes given 
In honor of the Prince of Wales in India, 
the imperial assemblage at Jtelhi, the cor- 
onation fetes of the cznr at Moscow and St. 
Petersburg, and the Paris exposition. His 
trunks are filled with valuable presents 
from kings, princes and rulers in all parts 
of the world. 


On Oct. 5,1870, Dr. Wells contracted with 


the French government to make a balloon 
tor the purpose of taking Gen. Bazaine out 
of Metz. Daring the Franco-Prussian war 
the doctor constructed balloons for both

The Arabs claim that Eve's tomb is at

woman. According to Arabian tradition, 
Eve measured over 200 feet in height, which 
strangely coincides with an account of our 
first parents written by a member of the 
French academy of sciences a few years 
ago, who also claimed a height of over 200 
feet for both of the tenants of the Garden 
of Eden. Eve's tomb, which is a grave- 
yard surrounded with high white walls, 
and which has not been opened for a single 
interment for over a thousand years, is the 
shrine of thousands of devoted Ishmael- 
ites, who make a pilgrimage to the spot 
once every seven years. 


It is hemmed in on all sides by the tomb 


of departed shiekhs and other worthies 
who have lived out their days in that re- 
gion of scorching sun and burning sands. 


Once each year, on June S, which is, ac- 


cording to Arabian legends, the anniver- 
sary of the death of Abel, the doors of the 
temple which forms a canopy over this 
supposed tomb of our first mother remain 
open all night in spite of the keeper's ef- 
forts to close them. Terrible cries of an- 
guish are said to emit from them, as 
though the memory of the first known 
tragedy still haunted the remains which 
blind superstition believes to be deposited 
there.—St. Louis Republic.

One-third of the telegraph operators of 


the country are continually preparing 
themselves for other professions, while the 
other two-thirds are continually thinking 
of doing no. Of the 100 men working on 
the regular night force In the Western 
Union main office thirty-six of them are 
either study! ng or working at something 
eUe days. They are divided up as follows: 
Doctors, 81 lawyers, 0; ministers, 8; brokers, 
8; actors, 2; theatrical managers, 2; real 
estate dealers, 2; Inventors, 2; book agents, 
1; manufacturers, 1; civil engineers, 1; au- 
thors, 1; commercial business, 1; electrical 
supply agents, 1; composers of music, 1. 


The method of making the change is dif- 


ferent from 1 hat employed by men in other 
walks of life. Operators never have fat 
places thrust upon them. This is because 
they never come in contact with leaders in 
the business world. So If they ever ex- 
pect to get anything better they must 
reach for it. Most of the operators who 
desire a change are men of families, conse- 
quently the} have to move discreetly and 
do considerable economical juggling. Be- 
ing without any capital except thoir own 
energy and ambition they choose a pro- 
fession.

The only thing In thoir favor is their 


hours of duty. These are regular. Tele- 
graph office i have three separate forces. 
The ilay for< e reports for duty at 8 a. m. 
and is off at 5-M p. m.; the regular night 
force relieves the day force at that hour; 
thu all night force relieves the night force 
at 1:30 a. m., and is in turn relieved 
at 8 by the <lay force ugain. Tho regular 
night force is the most available, and the 
small army of aspirants for greatness In 
other rank* struggle upon it. They are 
given no extra privileges by the companies, 
but are subjected to the same stringent 
rules and regulations Unit govern the rest 
of the men. In fact, tliey have a harder 
time of it tlian the majority of the oper- 
ators, becau so they are ordinarily strictly 
first class, and are consequently compelled 
to do the hardest work. 


All these men who are striving to shake 


loose from telegraphy were originally 
country boys. The villages where they 
went to school and where they afterward 
learned telegraphy grew too small for 
them, and they came to New York, where 
they eould do better. Many countrymen, 
after spending several years in this city, 
enter colleges and graduate with honors. 
During tho summer vacations they return 
to the city and work day and night. In 
this way they make enough money to run 
them through the college year. Dozens of 
such men iluck to the city every Bummer 
after commencement and remain until tho 
college opeus in the fall again. As tho 
summer season is the time when the tele- 
graph companies do thoir biggest business, 
they don't have any trouble in getting all 
the work they want. 


The number of telegraphers who drift 


into newspaper work is also large. There 
is scarcely u paper of any importance in 
this country that doesn't number scvura! 
ex-telegraphers upon its staff. In New Vork 
there are a (.core or more. These men were 
usually employed by the various press as- 
sociations and newspapers a& operators. 


Probably the only man engaged in the 


Iflegrap'h business who doesn't care to get 
out of it is John Brant, an operator at 195 
Broadway. He is a bunker on quite an ex- 
tensive scale. For twenty years he has 
worked for the Western Union in this city 
and loaned money to the boys. The ma- 
jority of operators have a way of spending 
their money long before p.iy days, which 
-vcur gn the 15tn and 1st or evui-jr month. 
Brant is tneir benetacior and his own. «* 
loans them a certain sum, depending en- 
tirely upon who the person is, for two 
weeks at S per cent., without security. It 
is estimated that ho loans 13,000 in this way 
a month, and he is said to have accumu- 
lated a considerable fortune. 


ATTI1 TOE OF THE COMPANIES. 


The higher officials of the various com 


panics are s.iid to view the evolutionary 
movement with disfavor. This Is not 
strange, for the men who are working out 
of the business are usually the companies' 
best men. The companies do not put any 
obstacles in the men's way, neither do they 
give them a helping hand. They consider 
that tho men are using the telegraph as a 
stopping stone to something better, an J 
they sprinkle just enough congealed water 
npon the steps to make them slippery. If 
the men mount them in safety they take it 
good naturedly; if the men slide to the 
bottom they are satisfied. One official, 
when asked what aid the companies gave 
their men who desired to better their 
worldly condition, said: 


"We give them no aid, because it 


wouldn't dp. We look upon all our men 
alike and treat them all alike. The stu- 
dents are governed by the same rules that 
govern the other men. They have no priv- 
ileges over any one else. If they want to 
get off before their time is up they have to 
put their names In tho early book and take 
their chancus with the rest of the men. If 
we can spare them we let them go; if we 
can't they have to work, no matter how 
tired or sli-epy they may be. 
We hire 


them as operators, and all that we require 
of them is that they will do the work for 
which they were employed. If they want 
to attend college during the day time they 
can. That's none of our business. But 
because they do isn't any reason why we 
should show an.y partiality. After they 
have secured their diploma, however, we 
usually arrange their hours in such a way 
that they can have the day to devote to 
working up a practice. But until then no 
concessions are made, and they are not 
even allowed to study in the office, even if 
they did have the time." 


Notwithstanding the last statement the 


men do study in the office. But they do it 
clandestinely. They carry B little volume 
about in thoir pockets, and whenever there 
In a lull in business they take it out and 
read its pages, which they screen with 
messages. The chiefs of the various divis- 
ions in which the men work know it, but 
never Interfere, 
They are in sympathy 


with the men, and have a disposition to 
give them a lift whenever they can.—New 
York Sun.

LOST ON A MOUNTAIN TOP. 


An Adventurous Youngster and a Maiden 


Camp Oat Without Equipment!. 


The 17-year-old son of the Rev. B. T. Vin- 


cent, uf Gneley, and the daughter of ex- 
Goveruur Eaton underwent an experience 
one night which will be remembered to the 
end of their days.

FOKCiKIl SHELLENBEROKR'S LIFE IN 


THE I'ENITENTIAKV. 


Doylostov, n has not ceased to hear of the 


fallen and imprisoned lawyer, J. Monroe 
Shellcnberger, since he entered the Phila- 
delphia penitentiary to serve a term of 22 
years for forgery and embezzlement. Many 
of bis relatives and friends have received 
frequent letters from the convict, and, what 
has proven most disastrous, his four inno- 
cent children get news constantly from the 
prison cell. 
With tlieir notorious father be- 


hind il»o l>«ire for wlmt ia practically a life 
sentence, no explicable reason could be 
sented why the children should bear his 
sins when u change of name would shield 
their future careers. To ask the Court to 
intervene v,as the intention of their uncle 
and guardinn, John O. James, but his plans 
have been for a time completely frustrated. 


Locked up in the penitentiary the father 


has doggedly adhered lo his declaration that 
no one shall alienate his children from him. 
He has kept himself in steady and frequent 
correspondence with them ever since his in- 
carceration with a wonderful display of in- 
genuity. The laws of Ihe penitentiary for- 
bid a convict writing ofteuer than once a 
mouth to any one person, but Shellcnberger 
has got the better of them. He writes let- 
ters daily to his family and friends, to which 
are attached postscripts longer tban tbe let- 
tars themselves to be forwarded to the chil- 
dren. In some instances only a few words 
arc written in lead pencil to a friend, who 
erases them and then sends the letter to the 
boys. 


In his communications to bis children 


Shellenberjer charges John 0. James, this 
guardian, with being inhuman, and says that 
he is endeavoring tojalienate them from him. 
He swears that he is innocent of tbe crimes 
for which he was committed, and that he 
would get his pardon very soon and be once 
more with them. He is especially appre- 
hensive lent they should think that he wears 
convict clothes, has his mustache shaved off 
and his hair clipped. lie positively denies 
that this is the case. He says he is wearing 
ordinary clothes, his head and face hare not 
been touched, and he does not knit stock- 
ings. 
In all his letters there is an overflow 


of love expressed for them, coupled with 
prayers that they should always love and re- 
spect him, regardless of others. 


The consequence of all this is that the 


children have come to believe that their 
father is a martyr; that he is the victim of 
persecution by his enemies. They disbelieve 
hie guilt, and the letters have kindled a love 
which seperation serves to strengthen. They 
stoutly refuse to allow their name to be 
changed, and it is for this reason that an 
order has not been applied for long before 
this.

Inhaling- not Air. 


It has lieen contended that, the tubercle 
bacillus is killed by a temperature of 
« degs. C. (106 degs. F.). and that 
breathing heated air should arrest con- 
sumption. Dr. Ernst .Sehrwald, of Jena, 
has made some interesting experiments on 
dogs to test this theory. ' He concludes 
that the air breathed may be gradually 
raised 
from 60 degs. to 350 degs. C.; 


but that the temperature of lungs cannot 
be mcreaied more than 1 deg.,even by 
continuing the experiment an hour and a 
half 
It is not proved that the tubercle 


bacilli rniiy be destroyed at a temperature 
of 4 degi. or 5 degs. above the normal 
body heat, but even if so it appears that 
the lung tissue cannot be heated suf- 
ficiently to destroy the germs imbedded in 
it.— New York Telegram.
